Chronicle says today that the Southern 
Pacific Co. finally has acquired the last 
tight of way for a low-grade line over 
the Tehachar!

The buliding of the low grade track 
is expected to bring about a vigorous 
fight between the Southern Pacific and 
the Santa Ie for transcontinental busi- 
negs. At present these lines have joint 
use of the only track over the Tehachapi. 
The Southern Pacific owns the present 
high grade line and for several years 
it has planned to double it. That pur- 
pose has now been abandoned in favor

LONDON, Dec. %.—The. popularity of 
Aing Haakon of, Norway is waning so 
rapidly it seems apparent he will soon 


be discouraged by the Storthing into 
giving up his throne. 
This belief, aow common in Engiish 
court circles, prevails for many good 
reasons. Just after Haakon left, early 
this month, with Queen Maud and 
Prince Olaf, for London to do their 
Christmas shopping, the Republican 
party introduced a bill into the Storth- 
ing abolishing all decorations. This »diil 
is certain to be passed, and as the pow- 
er to confer decorations is the only priv- 
ilege enjoyed by the King without se- 
curing the sanction of his ministers, the 
force of the intended legislative slap is 
cbvious. Almost immediately prior to 
the introduction of the bill Haakon con- 
ferred tae Grand Cross of St. Olaf on 
retiring Minister Thorn. 
Another factor arises from the charge 
made that the King and Queen have 
hoarded their allowance for the six 
years they have reigned in order to 
spend it on Appleton Hotse, Sandring- 
ham, which was a wedding gift from 
the Queen's father, the late King Ed- 
ward of England. The royal couple of 
Norway spend much of their time there. 
and this is disapproved by their sub- 
jects, who have frequently complaine: 
that the pair buy mest of their Christ- 
mas things in Lordon markets. 

Queen Wonutdn’t Worry. 
One can gain an idea of Haalron's ex- 
penditures on himself from the cost of 
his clothing, which does not exceed $1250 
a year. ; 
Queen Maud would shed no tears over 
the voluntary loss of the throne. She 
was the second daughter of Edward, 
and the English climate suits her; that 
of Norway does not; for her heaith is 
indifferent. during the periods she re- 
mains in Norway. arly this month 
she became Ill and the trip to London 
had to be begun before the time orig- 
inally planned, that she might undergo 
an operation at Sandringham. Another 
sidelight on her desires is expressed by 
her refusal to learn the Norse language. 
King Haakon would have no regrets. 
For months it has been known he con- 
templated making his home at Appleton 
House for good. He is now 40, and he 
did not intend to wait until he was too 
old to find a natural happiness and 
comfort in a country more to his taste. 
Even Prince Olaf, the 17-year-old son 
of the royal pair, has told his playmates 
that he can have more fun in’ England 
than in Norway. And the remarks were 
not locked in the breasts of the chil- 
dren. Norwegians now seem anxious 
for their rulers to have their wish to 
make their home elsewhere. 


Crown Too Big For Him. 
The matter probabiy will come to a 


|definite head by the time the King, 


Queen and Prince return to Norway 
after the holidays. 

Prince Olaf was born at Appleton 
House. The boy Was baptized Alex- 
ander Edward Christian Frederick, after 
Danish and English ancestors. His fa- 
ther was then Prince Charies of Den- 
mark. Prince Charles was elected King 
of Norway by the Storthing, Nov. 15, 
19065. He was crowned June 22, 1906, one 
year and 15 days after the bonds be- 
tween Sweden and Norway had been 
digsolved. 

At the coronation, which was staged 
in the cathedral at Trondhjem, an in- 


4cident which was regarded by some as 


ominous caught the attention of those 
present. The crown was placed on 
King Haakon’s head, but it was 9% 
large (though it had been cut down) 
it slipped down upon Haakon’s ears. 
Sweden did not send an envoy to the 
coronation.

Sweden could not forget, it seems, 
the successful effort of Norway to with- 
draw from the administrative alliance.

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INCREASE IN PAY}: 


Patrolmen, Special Officers and 
Sergeants Form Permanent 
Association. 


The patrolmen, special officers and 
sergeants of the police department have 
formed a permanent organization to pe- 
ition the Legislature for an increase 
in salaries. They will ask that the pay 
of patrolmen be increased from $90 a 
r.onth to $100; of special officers from 
$90 to $115, and sergeants from $115 te 
$1365. 

The salary “‘ncreases would result in 
an increase of approXimately $242,0M 
a year in the cost of maintaining the 
department. 

Sergt. Wiliam Jeans, who was the 
organizer of the three classes of police- 
r.en into what is to be known as the 
Salary Committee, has compiled sta- 
tistics showing that there has been an 
increase of 57.4 per cent in the cost of 
I'ving since 1890. In that time the sal- 
eries of policemen have remained sta- 
tionary. 

Sergt. Jeans figures there are 15 ar- 
ticles of food necessary to support a po- 
liceman and his family. Of these articles 
2 per cent have increased greatly in 
rrice. Clothing of all kinds has in- 
creased proportionatel;, according to his 
statistics. 

The police organization will represent 
to the Legislature that the present sal- 
aries, in the face of the increased cost 
of living, are not ample. The 1600 po- 
iicemen interested in the salary increase 
will prepare a bill to present to the 
Legislature, authorizing the incre‘se, 
and will raise a fund of $3000 to: defray 
the legitimate expenses. 

Patrolman Charles P. 
Angelica Streét District is chuirman 
cf the Salary Committee, Patrolman 
Breitz of the North Market Street Dis- 
trict is secretary and Patrolman John 
Finnell of the Wyoming Street District 
is treasurer. 

The last Legislature enacted a bill in- 

creasing the salaries of lieutenants 
from $150 to $175 a month. This encour- 
aged the minor officers of the depart- 
ment to belive they could get an in- 
erease in salaries if they made a pruper 
presentation cf facts to the Legisla- 
ture.
